PLAGUE-PREVENTION WORK. 

Passed Assistant Surgeon McCoy reports : 

ANIMALS EXAMINED FOR PLAGUE INFECTION. 

During the week ended July 30, 1910, there were examined for 
possible plague infection at the Federal laboratory at San Francisco 
and the branch laboratories at Oakland and Los Angeles, Cal., ani- 
mals as follows: Squirrels 3.538, gophers 5, rabbits 46, and rats 2,318. 
The rats were identified as follows: Mus norvegicus 1,973, Mus rattus 
79, Mus musculus 194, Mus alexandrinus 72. 

DISTRIBUTION OF POISON. 

In connection with the making of a squirrel free zone around the 
cities on San Francisco Bay 725 acres of land in Alameda County 
were covered with poison during the week ended July 30, 1910. 

SEATTLE, WASH. 

Assistant Surgeon Chapin reports : 

During the week ended July 30, 1910, 1,194 rats were collected, of 
which 913 were necropsied and examined for plague infection. No 
plague-infected rats were found. 

During the month of July 4,215 rats were received and 3,421 
necropsied and examined. None was found plague infected.
